III. Claims 16-22, drawn to a firearm with a guide rod supporting a recoil spring and a 
buffer spring in the recoil spring, classified in class 42, subclass 69.02. 

IV. Claims 23-26, drawn to a firearm with a camblock having a detent engaging a 
slide stop latch, classified in class 42, subclass 16. 

V. Claims 27-29, drawn to a firearm with a slide stop latch and engaging wire, 
classified in class 42, subclass 69.03. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I-V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention III and V have separate utility (than I, II, and IV) 
such as being used in a pistol without a camblock, and invention V could be used with a different 
recoil system than the springs of invention III. Inventions I, II, and IV have separate utility 
from each other because each of these can be used in a firearm having a camblock with the 
particularly claimed camblock elements but not with the elements claimed for the other groups 
camblock. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. Also, because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
